Phalaris of Dalmeny 456828, one of the 
most promising young Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls of all Scotland has come to America 
to spend the rest of his days. That his time 
will be well spent and augur to the benefit 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in this coun- 
try is assured as he has found a home in 
the splendid herd at Ames Plantation, at 
Grand Junction, Tennessee, having been 
especially selected for Mr. Hobart Ames. 
“Phalaris” was bred by-and purchased from 
the Earl of Roseberry, Dalmeny, Edinburg, 
Scotland, and is a royal member of the fine 
old Mulben Pride tribe. His past and his 
future will be recounted in succeeding is- 
sues of the Journal. Suffice to say that 
great things are expected when he will be 
mated with the good females at his new 
home. That his harem will be comprised of 
the best females in the Ames Plantation 
herd goes without saying. 

This number will be devoted principally 
to the eight head of splendid females which 
accompanied Phalaris of Dalmeny to Amer- 
ica and were released from quarantine in 
time to arrive at Grand Junction on April 
21st, 1932. There were eight of these young 
things. Among them a pair of Mulben 
Prides; a trio of the famous Miss Burgess 
heifers; a Ballindalloch K. Pride, a Ballin- 
dalloch Georgina and a Juana Erica, all of 
which were selected from the Ballindalloch 
herd except the Juana which came from the 
famous J. F. Cumming herd at Kinermony. 

A group of extended tabulations are pre- 
sented that Journal readers may study the 
richness of outstanding sires back of these 
good young things. American breeders are 
more or less acquainted with the history 
connected with many of the sires appearing 
in these tabulations. This brief story will 
bring to you however a few comments 
gleaned from the notes taken at the time 
he heifers were assembled in the old coun- 
ry. 


Pride of Brightbrook 456825, a Mulben 
Pride, came from the Ballindalloch herd of 
Sir George Macpherson Grant. She is sired 
by Romulum of Ballindalloch, the bull that 
sired the champion and reserve champion 
bulls at Perth in 1931. Romulum is per- 
haps considered the most valuable breeding 
bull of the breed in Scotland today, and his 
sons are in the greatest demand. He him- 
self was champion at Perth in his day. Jor- 
um of Ballindalloch the maternal grandsire 
was never defeated. Junior Eric, sire of 


the grandam was also the grandsire of Jor- 
um of Ballindalloch. He and the next two 
sires, Everard of Ballindalloch and Eblito 
were champions and among the greatest 
bulls of the breed. The maternal line come 
down through a string of great producing 
females, including such cows as Pride of 
the Greens, Pride of the Folds and Pride of 
the Blue Folds.

She is 
also by the famous sire Romulum of Ballin- 
dalloch and is out of Bedaunted Maid of 
Ballindalloch, who was also the dam of the 
second prize bull at Perth in 1927 that sold 
for export to Argentine at £1050. She is 
also a full sister to Bleriot of Ballindal- 
loch, champion at the Dublin Royal Show a 
few years ago.

Get Calves on Market at Early 
Age, Says Feeder. 

“Best results in feeding stock for market 
can be obtained by feeding the calves as 
soon as they are old enough to eat grain 
and gradually increasing the ration so that 
they make the greatest gain possible and do 
not get any setbacks,” is the experience 
of George Fassett of Mercer county, Ill, 
who was here Wednesday, June 22d, with 
choice Aberdeen-Angus mixed yearlings, 
He has a herd of 25 pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cows and raises and feeds the calves 
for market. 

“T believe that best gains can be obtained 
by creep-feeding the calves. As soon as 
they will eat grain they have access toa 
mixture of corn and oats. As they get 
older the proportion of corn is increased 
so that they are on full feed by the time 
I wean them in November. They go right 
on gaining without any fuss for the cows.” 
Several heifers in the shipment were less 
than a year old. 

Mr. Fassett feeds several loads of heavy 
cattle a year. He has had five loads on 
this market since the first of March. One 
load of these averaged close to 1575 lbs. 
He topped the market on one occasion. 

He has three children who have estab- 
lished enviable records for themselves in 
4-H club work. This year the three are 
feeding nine calves for the 4-H competition 
at some of the leading fairs. These are 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus taken from the 
Fassett herd. His children have a record 
of having fed and shown grand champion 
club steers for three successive years at the 
Mercer County fair, and during that time 
they had reserve champion twice. They 
usually show at the Tri-State fair at Dav- 
enport, and are fitting calves for the I 
ternational this year. Included in the ship- 
ment Wednesday were nine steers that av 
eraged 870 lbs. at $7.25, eleven heifers 
averaging 813 lbs. at $6.65 and three heifers 
that averaged 857 lbs. at $6.25.—Drovets 
Journal, Chicago.

many “hold-overs,” salesmen sensed a turn 
for the better. Despite the negligible value 
of by-products, the demand improved and 
values began to work slowly upward. Each 
day’s supply could be cleared, and the 8- 
cent steer became a reality. The immedi- 
ate cause of the advance and renewed ac- 
tivity was the very moderate volume of 
ie markets combined receipts last 
month were 10% less than May, 1931, and 
18% less than the five-year average of 
1927 to 1931. At twenty of the principal 
markets the decrease for the year is 500,- 
000 from last year and 750,000 from 1930— 
or 12 and 16% respectively. 

This does not mean that the cattle are 
being held back, or in so-called “strong” 
hands. It means that our bovine popula- 
tion has declined to the point where, in 
spite of the decreased buying power of the 
people, increased taxation and depressed in- 
dustrial conditions, demand has overtaken 

ly. 
“a is the greatest essential to life— 
for muscular and mental activity, for bone 
and brain, for sinew and strength. 

Keen competition has developed at the 
central markets by eastern killers. For in- 
stance, over 25% of the 12,000 cattle at 
Chicago June 20 went east for slaughter. 
Pacific Coast buyers are active at such 
markets as Denver, and just lately have 
been operating as far east as midwest Ne- 
braska. 

We do not at the same time wish to be 
understood as predicting any sensational 
rise in values. There are altogether too 
many adverse factors to be considered. But 
that the trade has turned in favor of the 
producer market developments the past 
month would seem to indicate. There is 
more encouragement for holding immature 
or unfinished cattle—but it is 


Hogs sold as high as $4.50 at Chicago 
yesterday—highest since the first week of 
April, and $1.10 above the low point of 
May 26. Thus hogs have followed cattle 
and further strengthened the feeder’s posi- 
tion. 

Upon Wednesday June 22nd we sold at 
Chicago for Mr. Henry W. Marshall of La- 
fayette, Indiana, twenty-five head of 904- 
lb. Aberdeen-Angus yearling steers at $8.25, 
topping the market over all other cattle on 
sale 25c. 

Some of these “doddies’” were second 
prize feeder calves bought by Mr. Marshall 
at the 1931 International, averaging then 
514 lbs. and were bred by A. M. Mitchell, 
Hecla, South Dakota, the balance being of 
his own raising. 

With the foundation of quality their feed- 
er built well, for it is needless to say these 
baby beeves were in splendid condition, 
having been fed in the drylot since the first 
week in December. 

Mr. Marshall is a director of the Interna- 
tional and has judged there and at other 
leading shows several times, is publisher of 
the Journal and Courier at Lafayette and 
is also a breeder of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. For many years he raised 
Hereford breeding stock but five years ago 
he dispersed that herd, donating at that 
time a grand assortment of whitefaces to 
the Purdue University. He remained out 
of the cattle business until early in 1931, 
when he purchased the Aberdeen-Angus 
herd of J. C. & J. F. Larkin, Loogootee, In- 
diana, and with several additions since that 
time he now has one of the outstanding 
herds of that breed. Included in his recent 
purchases of breeding stock was the year- 
ling bull Evaxus 17th of Page 448684 for 
which he paid $605, highest price of the 
1931 International Aberdeen-Angus sale.

not a bad time to let the fat 
stuff come. 

The excellent condition of 
pastures in general caused. 
pretty fair numbers of young 
cattle to be turned on grass this 
spring to be fed out for the 
late summer and fall markets, 
with a possibility therefore of 
larger relative receipts later in 
the year, although we doubt if 
the numbers will be at all in 
excess of what the markets will 
be able to readily absorb. Early 
grassfeds, however, are likely 
to be rather unsatisfactory sell- 
ers as they are naturally heavy 
shrinkers. 

As a whole the cattle produc- 
er’s position is the strongest 
for some time, and his outlook 
has also more promise of bet- 
ter general returns upon his 
present holdings than any one 
dared anticipate even a month 
ago.

Aberdeen-Angus in Oklahoma. 

Prof. W. L. Blizzard, Stillwater, Oklaho- 
ma, writes:—‘The annual live stock tour 
was held in Okmulgee county this year on 
June 21st. We visited the James Smith 
ranch which is twelve miles west of Okmul- 
gee and one of the outstanding ranches in 
that section. Mr. Smith has something over 
eight hundred head of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle on this ranch. He recently had four 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus steers on the Chi- 
cago market. We also visited the C. E. 
Phillips ranch which joins the Smith ranch 
on the southwest. Mr. Phillips is handling 
three hundred head of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves annually and is feeding them cake 
and grass at this time.”

Summary of University Farm Experiments 


W. P. Kirkwood, Editor, 
Division of Publications. 


Beef cattle feeding trials at the Minneso- 
ta Agricultural Experiment Station, Uni- 
versity Farm, St. Paul, which closed June 
17, and were reported at the annual Cattle 
Feeders’ Day at the University of Minne- 
sota, Wednesday, June 22, have shown a 
second time that medium and common feed- 
ers, such as are bought from markets for 
fattening “can sometimes be purchased 
with advantage.” Other trials carried on 
simultaneously, have shown again that 
there is a great difference in the efficiency 
with which steers of the same market grade 
make use of their feeds, and in their “abil- 
ity to make economical gains.” Trials car- 
ried on at the Northwest Experiment Sta- 
tion at Crookston, Minnesota, a branch of 
the Minnesota Experiment Station system, 
also reported on Cattle Feeders’ Day, show 
again that wheat and barley give satis- 
factory results in fattening beef cattle; that 
rye, and rye and barley together, were not 
so satisfactory, the gains not being large 
enough and the finish being inferior. 

Fattening “Common” Feeders. 

Trials were carried on at the Minnesota 
station in the fall and winter of 1930-31 to 
determine the merits of “good”, “medium”, 
and “common” feeders in the cattle fatten- 
ing enterprise. Groups of animals of uni- 
form type in the different grades were fed 
the same ration throughout the feeding 
trial. It was found that the steers graded 
common, actually gained a little more 
weight per day than those graded good. 
This same result was obtained this year. 
The common and medium steers taken to- 
gether gained at a slightly higher daily 
rate per head than those graded choice and 

ood. 

. Four lots of twelve steer calves each 
were fed. Lot one, graded “choice”, and lot 
two, “good”. These two lots were of high 
grade Hereford breeding, purchased direct 
from a ranch in South Dakota, and deliver- 
ed directly to the University Farm. Lots 
three and four, grading “medium” and 
“common”, were purchased at the South St. 
Paul live stock market. These calves were 
also Herefords. The calves in the four lots 
were all fed the same ration—shelled corn 
from the date of the start of the trial, No- 
vember 6, to April 1, and ground shelled 
corn from April 1 to the close of the trial 
June 17. Linseed meal was fed at first at 
the rate of % pound for each calf per day. 
This was gradually increased until each calf 
was getting daily 142 pounds by the time 
the cattle had reached their full feed of 
grain. Throughout most of the trial one 
feed of alfalfa hay and one feed of prairie 
hay per day was given. For the rest of the 
time alfalfa hay was the only roughage fed. 
Each lot had water, salt, and bone meal be- 
fore it. The feed costs for each 100 pounds 
of gain for the four lots were as follows: 
lot one, choice, $6.08, lot two, good, $5.92, 
lot 3, medium, $5.22, lot four, common, 
$4.99. The margin per steer over feeding 
costs in the different lots was as follows: 
lot one, choice, $1.14, lot two, good, $1.15, 
lot three, medium, $2.69, lot four, common, 
$4.56. The price returned per bushel of 
corn for the choice group $.37, for the good, 
$.37, for the medium, $.46, and for the 
common $.53. 


Commenting on these results, W. H. Pet- 
ers, head of the Animal Husbandry Di- 
vision, of the Minnesota station, said that 
they indicated that the lower grades of 
steers may sometimes be purchased to ad- 
vantage for the cattle feeding enterprise. 
If low grade feeder steers are purchased 
however, even greater care is essential in 
the selection than is required in the pur- 
chase of good feeders. The objective in the 
care in selecting is to avoid in so far as 
possible “poor doing” steers, unthrifty 
steers, and the paying of too high a price 
for steers. Mr. Peters said also that to fat- 
ten steers of the lower grade successfully, 
they must be fattened just as well as steers 
of higher grades. 

Feeding Differences of Steer Calves. 

For the second time, last winter the Min- 
nesota Experiment Station carried on tests 
as a means of studying the differences in 
the ability of individual animals of the 
same market grade in making economical 
gains in weight. Trials of this kind were 
carried on in the fall and winter of 1930-31, 
and showed that there were marked differ- 
ences in animals of the same grade, and 
that it was practically impossible in ad- 
vance to pick the animal which would make 
the most economical gains. Eight animals 
were used in the 1930-31 test. Fourteen 
animals were used in the second test car- 
ried on in the fall and winter 1931-32 un- 
der the direction of L. M. Winters of the 
staff of the Animal Husbandry Division, 
at University Farm, St. Paul. These four- 
teen calves were purchased through the 
Central Cooperative Association of South 
St. Paul, and were selected to grade as 
“good” feeders on the South St. Paul mar- 
ket. They were high grade Herefords, and 
were in uniform condition, all coming from 
one ranch in South Dakota. After they ar- 
rived at University Farm, they were given 
time to adjust themselves to their new sur- 
roundings, and on November 6, were start- 
ed on feed. Individual feeding stalls were 
provided. Each steer had a stall, and was 
fed morning and night. After feeding, the 
steers were allowed the freedom of their 
lot. Shelled corn was the basal ration un- 
til March 31. After that ground corn was 
fed. The roughage consisted of alfalfa and 
prairie hay, and linseed meal was the pro- 
tein supplement. Salt, bone meal, and wat- 
er were accessible at all times. 

The rate of the grains varied from 1.76 
to 2.50 pounds per day and was not in ratio 
to the animals’ weights. Of two steers 
which weighed exactly the same at the be- 
ginning, one gained 2.19 and the other 1.76 
pounds per day. The daily feed consump- 
tion also varied greatly—from 9.42 to 12 
pounds of corn a day. The steers taking 
the most feed per day in general made the 
largest daily gains. This was not always 
true, however. One steer which consumed 
9.42 pounds a day made a gain of 2.10 
pounds daily, while another steer which 
ate 10.36 pounds of corn per day made only 
2.01 pounds of gain. The feed cost per 
hundred pounds of gain varied from $5.07 
to $6.37. A difference of $1.30. The total 
cost per hundred pounds, finished, varied 
from $6.03 to $6.79. Of the fourteen steers, 
eight lost money, and six made money. 


Mr. Winters, in commenting 9 F 
ures, said that had a feeder handien © 
of calves like the six which made oan 
particularly like the best of these six 
would have made a little money, On’ the 
other hand, a feeder handling steers like 
the eight which lost money would ic 
aa — of pocket. 

r. Winters’ conclusions are t 

are marked differences among Pe a 
same market grade in ability to make econ. 
omical gains, and that this cannot be de. 
termined with any certainty at the begin- 
ning of the feeding period. Moreover, the 
results are large enough to deserve very 
practical consideration, and that breeders 
can do much to improve the efficiency of 
their production in putting on flesh. 

W. C. Coffey, dean of the Department of 
Agriculture, University of Minnesota, in an 
address, following the talk by Mr. Winters 
suggested “That the farmers who would 
grow beef, pork, and mutton, at a profit 
must select breeding stock capable of pro- 
ducing offspring that have the ability to 
grow rapidly and to develop into a suitable 
product while they are yet young, and be. 
fore their ability to grow has greatly de. 
clined.” He added further that, “One of 
our great needs in meat production is to 
have convenient and dependable ways of 
measuring the producing power of our 
breeding stock.” By this he meant that 
means should be found to measure the abil- 
ity of animals, such as were under test by 
Mr. Winters at University Farm, to make 
economical gains. 

Wheat and Rye for Beef Cattle. 

The feeding trials carried on at the 
Northwest Experiment Station at Crook- 
ston, in the Red River Valley, where com 
is not a practicable crop, were made as a 
means of aiding farmers in solving the 
problem of beef cattle production with the 
use of small grains for fattening purposes. 
Trials carried on in the winter of 1930-31 
show that ground wheat in rations with 
linseed meal and sweet clover hay proved 
highly satisfactory for fattening baby beef 
steers, and was more effective than a 1- 
tion of ground barley, linseed meal, and 
sweet clover. Ground wheat alone also 
proved more desirable than a combination 
of ground wheat and barley. Ground wheat 
and ground oats resulted in a higher feed 
consumption and greater daily gains than 
wheat alone, but required more feed per 
pound of gain, and did not produce as de- 
sirable a finish. 

Because rye is a common crop in Minne- 
sota, it was decided to carry on similar 
tests throughout the winter of 1931-32 to 
test out the use of rye as compared with 
wheat and barley. These trials again show- 
ed that from the standpoint of gain made, 
and satisfactory finish for slaughter, the 
use of wheat alone, or wheat and barley 
was most effective. Whether wheat should 
be used as a grain for fattening cattle said, 
O. M. Kiser of the Northwest Station, de- 
pends upon the price of wheat and barley 
and of other fattening grains. 

Rye however, did not prove satisfactory: 
The daily gain made wher rye was wt 
only grain fed, or even when it was fed

illiams’ Letter on Angus, or ; Keillor, 
alaeee (following Mr. J. C. Lyell’s article 
on the Eastern Farfarshire _humilies, see 
below), deals with the pedigree of the 
wonderful Beauty of Tillyfour 2d (1180)— 
known as the “thick-kneed” cow or “Crip- 
ple Beauty”, purchased by William McCom- 
bie at the Keillor sale of 1860, along with 
her daughter Miss Watson (987), calved 
1861, both of these being entered in the 
Herd Book, by William McCombie. William 
Watson’s pedigree of Beauty of Tillyfour 
2d, proceeds (Scroll Book, No. 1, p. 17.) 


thus: 

eauty of Tillyfour 2d (1180), calved 
1966, by President 3d (246)—the last bull 
used at Keillor (acquired from Balwyllo at 
the Powis sale of 1859).

But surely it must have been from the 
Panmure barony farms that these Brachin, 
or Tarnty, cattle coffed by Hugh Watson 
were derived. Brechin Castle was Lord 
Panmure’s seat—and Lord Panmure was the 
Hugh Watson’s “patron” to whom Hugh 
sent his first-prize cow at Perth in 1829, 
she dying then from having been overdriven, 
according to William’s confused recollection. 
From Mains of Kelly—whose first tenant 
had been induced by Lord Panmure to come 
north from the Lothians and settle there— 
to Ardovie, as I understand, was all in the 
Panmure estate. His Lordship had, indeed, 
been breeding Buchan humlies, of the Black 
Meg stamp, from a pre-Keillor period— 
patron not only of Hugh Watson, but all 
the other energetic breeders in Angus, who 
were then mostly located in Eastern Angus, 
or Brechin humlie territory. 

“That”, states William, as to Beauty’s 
lineage, as he gave it above “comprehends 
the cow’s exact pedigree, as recorded in the 
old Keillor records, a duplicate of which I 
possess”—but which was not found in these 
“Scroll Books” or existence; and we might 
point out that he gave as the sire of Beauty 
of Tillyfour 2d (1180), President 3d (246), 
who was purchased at the 1859 sale at 
Powis, and brought home to Keillor a year 
after the year he gave as the date of Beau- 
ty’s calving—1858. 

In William’s further elucidation of the 
pedigree of Beauty of Tillyfour 2d (1180), 
he finds and strenuously objects to the 
“Highly imaginative” pedigree of this cow 
that appeared on p. 366 of “On Polled Cat-

tle” (the first edition of the History), but 
which was eliminated from that of 1910. 
That “Highly Imaginative” pedigree stands 
thus as objected to by William: See pedi- 
gree below. 

In this form it is certainly a notable— 
meant to be a constructive—addition to the 
hierarchy of Keillor Beautys. It might well 
be called a hybrid production, however, for 
it embodies two irreconcilable channels of 
contribution. A reference to the Herd Book 
shows that it was exactly as there given— 
but for the intrusion of the injected Octavia 
as the dam of Young Jock—which is not 
countenanced by the editors—as Octavia 
(331) is here given as by Old Jock and out 
of Favourite, not in accordance with the ed- 
itor’s views. This injection into Mr. Mc- 
Combie’s version it is that must have been 
what William Watson had in mind as the 
“highly imaginative” part of this chart; for 
we may surely take it that Herd Book 
version was that which Mr. McCombie had 
from Keillor catalogue or Keillor informa- 
tion—vouchsafed in the safest possible man- 
ner to Mr. McCombie by William Watson, 
who was warned, as he tells us, by his fath- 
er “Not to tell Mr. McCombie everything, 
but to be very discrete as he sat with Tilly- 
four, among the Keillor cattle” and the ped- 
igree given above could not have been the 
“highly imaginative” part of the pedigree, 
which proves in fact to have been the in- 
trusion into it of the dam of Young Jock 
son of “Octavia (331) by Old Jock (1) dam, 
Favourite (2)”—contributed to the History 
by William’s own “esteemed friend” Mr. 
Thomas Ferguson. This warranty, it may 
be pointed out, overlooked the fact that the 
actual dates for the calving of Young Jock 
and Octavia, were in the one and self-same 
year, 1849. This sort of inadvertence, how- 
ever, is what serves to explain a great many 
other incongruities, as these, in the by-going 
of intercourse one breeder with another,— 
trusting to fickle memory, so often treach- 
erous. I am desirous of saying this very 
pointedly, and in so expressing myself, I 
have in mind several unlucky experiences 
of my own of similar kind during the per- 
iod of the formation of my own original 
herd.

Further Confusion in “Miss Watson” 
Entries. 


But there is further confusion in regard 
to a daughter of Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd 
(1180), Miss Watson (987), who appears 
in the original edition of Vol. II, as out of 
Beauty of Buchan (5) by Grey Breasted 
Jock (2), whose dam was said to be Old 
Grannie (1) in the First Vol. of the H. B., 
but which appears—and :still stands—as in 
the Revised edition as having for dam Beau- 
ty of Tillyfour 2nd. According to the His- 
tory we have it that “Miss Watson—also

seems to have been “erroneously entered” 
in the original edition of Vol. II of the Herd 
Book, as out of Beauty of Buchan (5)— 
the error being repeated in the pedigree of 
Miss McCombie of Fyvie (1519) a daughter 
of Miss Watson, and purchased by the late 
Colonel Gordon of Fyvie in 1867 for 61 
guineas (from Tillyfour). It also occurs 
in the pedigrees of the Bulls Derby (377), 
Disraeli (401), Reform (408), and Taurus 
(410)—all of whom were descended from 
Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd (1180), and not 
from Beauty of Buchan (5), whose dam was 
Old Grannie (1).” In my copy of the origi- 
nal edition of Vol. II Miss McCombie of 
Fyvie (1519) is entered as by Black Prince 
of Tillyfour, dam, Miss Watson, the exten- 
sion of the pedigree beyond Miss Watson 
be include “the error” not being perpetuat- 
e ° 

The entry of Miss Watson, was presum- 
ably made by William McCombie of Easter 
Skene, and not by William of Tillyfour; 
the error occuring in the pedigree of Derby 
(377) —“by President 4th, dam Beauty (5)” 
—and not appearing in the entries of Dis- 
raeli, sired by President 4th, whose dam is 
given as Miss Watson, entered by the late 
James Skinner, Drumin; nor Reform (408), 
entered by Easter Skene, sired by Black 
Prince of Tillyfour (366), dam Beauty of 
Keillor (690); or Taurus (410), entered by 
Easter Skene, as by Caledonian 2nd (409), 
dam Miss Watson—in no case where the 
produce of Miss Watson is given, is it cred- 
ited as being out of Beauty of Buchan (5), 
the pedigree extending no further than to 
her own name—though continued in the 
case of her dam’s entry, that is, Miss Wat-. 
son, to Beauty of Buchan (5). 

It is a mistake of the Historians however 
to have said that the error as to Miss Wat- 
son was repeated in the cases of Miss Mc- 
Combie of Fyvie (1519) as she appears as 
by Black Prince of Tillyfour whose pedigree 
does not extend further than to Miss Wat- 
son. 

In the revised edition of Vol. II of the 
Herd Book, Miss Watson, above, appears— 
according to the accepted formula of the 
H. B.—as by President, g. d. Beauty of 
Tillyfour 2nd (1180) by Young Jock (4), 
3 dam Favourite (2) by Grey Breasted Jock 
(2)—which according to the revising edi- 
tors’ descision did not belong to her—and 
they curtailed it to “Beauty of Tillyfour 
2nd, bred by Hugh Watson,” which the au- 
thor of the “History” being under the im- 
pression that Beauty was so reconstituted 
in the Herd Book (p. 83), but this was a 
misapprehension, as it stands as formulated 
originally, by Mr. McCombie. 

Two other animals, the produce of Miss 
Watson, however, occur in the H. B. not 
noted by the Historian—Sir James (369), 
c. 1864, note, bred at Tillyfour the property 
of (entered by, i. e.) Robert Walker, Portle- 
then, by Black Prince of Tillyfour (336) 
dam Beauty (5); who appears with his re- 
vised pedigree in the revised Vol. as out of 
Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd (erroneous, accord- 
ing to the editors of the H. B.) and Scotia 
(993), calved 1867, appearing in both edi- 
tions, entered by “Easter Skene;” sire un- 
known (in the original edition, but given

IMPORTS OF CATTLE 
AND DRESSED BEEF. 

A year ago a request was filed with the 
United States Tariff Commission by a small 
live stock exchange in an eastern city for a 
decrease in the tariff on cattle. After vig- 
ous protests by the American National Live 
Stock Association, the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, and many state organiza- 
tions, ably supported by various senators 
and representatives in Congress alert to 
the welfare of the industry, the request 
was finally withdrawn. 

In recent weeks similar requests have 
been filed by individuals living in Mary- 
land, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Illinois (two), 
and Minnesota. More recently it has been 


rumored that Argentine interests have been 


- renewing their spasmodic efforts to secure 


permission from the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture for the importation of beef from their 
country. This attempt is logical from their 
standpoint; but, considering the fact that 
every outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in the United States in recent years, of 
which the origin of the infection could be 
determined, was traced to South America, 
it is not likely that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture will take upon himself the responsi- 
bility of certifying that no foot-and-mouth 
disease exists in that part of the world. 
Such certification is required by the terms 
of the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act before 
any imports can be made. 

No satisfactory reason can be advanced, 
however, why any individual farmer in this 
country should ask for a reduction in the 
tariff on cattle. In the only case which 
could be definitely followed (one of the ap- 
plications from Illinois), apparently the re- 
quest was made at the solicitation of Cana- 
dian friends, and was withdrawn when a 
fuller understanding of the situation was 
obtained. The application from a Maryland 
farmer was similarly withdrawn. 

The Producer cannot help but believe 
that the other applications, if all the facts 
were known, would be found to be due to 
Canadian influences, or to suggestions by 
parties who expected to profit in the pro- 
cess of moving cattle from Canada into 
the feedlots of American farmers. It is 
quite apparent that the effort to lower the 
rate is organized, with the motives kept 
under cover. Surely no one will contend 
that domestic cattle are not available in 
sufficient quantity and at bargain prices 
to supply every possible demand that exists 
today. The western producer in many in- 
stances during recent months has had eith-

dam Nourmahal (726)”), dam, Miss Watson 
(987); and a bull calf, Sweet Wiliiam (688), 
calved 1873, bred at Easter Skene, by Sir 
William (705)—whose name will be recog- 
nized in connection with the sire of Sybil 
1st of Tillyfour, calved 1873, and exhibited 
at Paris 1878, being bred by the late Mr. 
George Reid, Baads. Sir William, calved 
1869, it may be noted, was by President 
4th, bred by Peter McCombie, Upper Farm- 
ton, Lynturk (his laird being William Mc- 
Combie of Easter Skene); and he “won the 
Challenge Cup at the Aberdeen Royal 
Northern Show, in 1873” (History p. 187)— 
which statement accords with the Herd 
Book under Sir William (705), but not with 
the statement on p. 586 of the “History” 
that Eisa (977) won that Cup. In Easter 
Skene sale catalogue of 1871, Scotia’s pedi- 
gree appears in orthodox—that H. B.— fa- 
shion as in both editions. 

The infection of confusion would seem to 
have been highly catching, for it involves 
other breeders, as, we repeat—Derby (377) 
was entered by the late Robert Walker, 
Portlethen, by President 4th, dam Beauty 
(5); and Reform (408), calved 1866, enter- 
ed by William McCombie of Easter Skene 
as by Black Prince (366) dam Beauty of 
Keillor (690); and Sir James (369), entered 
by the late Robert Walker, Portlethen, calv- 
ed 1864, bred at Tillyfour, as got by Black 
Prince (366), dam Beauty (5). Disraeli 
(401), calved 1866, bred at Tillyfour is en- 
tered by the late James Skinner, Drumin, 
as by President 4th, and out of Miss Wat- 
son; and Sweet William, calved 1873, bred 
by and the property of William McCombie 
of Easter Skene, as by Sir William (7050) 
dam Miss Watson. 

In the Tillyfour catalogue of 1867, Miss 
Watson’s pedigree is given simply as “sire 
President 3rd, dam Beauty, grandam Fav- 
ourite’—here Beauty and Favourite evi- 
dently referring to the dam and grandam, 
as in the revised edition—and standing as 
such in the H. B. 

In Easter Skene sale catalogue of 1871, 
Scotia 2nd is given by Reform (entered as 
out of Beauty of Keillor (690) ), g. d. Miss 
Watson, g. g. dam Beauty of Buchan. 

It will be seen that not only Keillor and 
Tillyfour are involved in this maternal con- 
fusion, but also the late Robert Walker, 
Portlethen, and William McCombie of East- 
er Skene, the former with Sir James (369) 
and Derby (377)—both credited to “Beauty 
(5)” the second by Easter Skene, the pur- 
chaser of Miss Watson at the Tillyfour sale 
and understood by him to have been out of 
Beauty of Buchan (5); who also entered 
Reform as out of Beauty of Keillor (690). 

It may be taken that both Mr. Robert 
Walker and William McCombie of Eastern 
Skene, considered Beauty of Buchan (5), 
identical with the plain Beauty of the Tilly- 
four catalogue, not deeming it necessary to 
compare or refer their idea of their Beauty 
to any other than the first one of the name 
that appeared in the H. B.—Beauty of Bu- 
chan (5); overlooking the significance of 
the addition to Beauty of that catalogue of 
her dam as Favourite. It was a common 
habit of the old breeders in writing a pedi- 
gree, to follow the sire with the name of 
his dam, which by others might have been 
regarded as referring to the dam, not of 
the sire, but of the animal whose pedigree 
was being given. That confusion seems to 
enter into this Herd Book version, which 
was Keillor’s (or William’s, given to Mr. 
McCombie), as might be assumed. But it 
is fruitless to follow the reasons for the 
editors in their decision not of making any

“correction” in the version of this pedigree 
in the revised edition; but of allowing it to 
remain, for convenience; and not curtailing 
it simply to Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd, bred 
by Hugh Watson; as in the case of the 
triple-mothered Emily herself, which was 
trimmed to simple “Beauty, bred by Hugh 
Watson.” 

But it is the remarkable formula of the 
bull Reform (408) which gives his dam as 
Beauty of Keillor (690), that will exercise 
the student, in its relation to the whole 
Beauty geneology. For this Beauty of 
Keillor appears as “Beauty the dam of Jilt 
(978),” in entries of the H. and A. S. 
Catalogues of 1864 and 1865 by William 
McCombie. In the Note to Beauty of 
Tillyfour 2d in revised Vol. I of H. B., 
this “Beauty dam of Jilt (973),” has, ac- 
cording to the same Note, the number 
“690 affixed” as her H. B. number— 
which number belongs to “another Beau- 
ty, having no ancestors or descendants in 
the H. B., but believed to have been the dam 
of Emily (832)” the dam of Erica (843). 
This dam of Emily, whoever she was, is by 
these Notes identifyable with the “An- 
gus heifer by Old Jock—the dam of Sir 
Thomas Burnett’s famous bull,’ by Thomas 
Ferguson and the “History” concurrence; 
and also as the dam of The Baronet (339). 
But note that the dam of this bull appears 
in the original Vol. II, 1872 as a “cow 
bred at Crathes;” but the revised edition of 
1885 making it more positively a Crathes 
foundation in designating this cow as “a 
pure-bred Aberdeen or Angus cow bred at 
Crathes”—and not as a cow bred at Keillor 
as per the said Thomas Ferguson in both 
editions of the History, 1882, and 1910— 
see, in the former pp. 105, 254 and 365 
(chart); and in the latter, pp. 80, 90 and 
615, the warranty of Mr. Ferguson, which 
was certainly an extraordinary statement in 
view of the fact of the entries appearing 
in the two volumes of the H. B. being as 
stated—which overlooked Mr. Ferguson’s 
version; the sons of The Baronet immedi- 
ately following the entry of The Baronet 
itself without any emendation. 

Leaving this ravelled skein; we go on to 
note that Beauty of Buchan (5) is the dam 
of Deeside (168) “of which sire there is no 
record of produce in the H. B.;” and also of 
cow Empress (594), bought by Mr. Fergu- 
son, at Mr. Watson’s Auchtertyre sale of 
1863; which cow was calved in 1856, being 
stated to have been by Emperor (128), bred 
by Hugh Watson, as noted herein.

Successful Beef Cattle Sale in Michigan. 

The recent beef cattle consignment sale 
held at Gladwin, Michigan, was declared a 
success by consignors and others interested 
in this project. 

A combination of thirty-three bulls and 
females of the following breeds, namely: 
Aberdeen-Angus, Hereford, Milking Short- 
horn and Beef Shorthorn were sold in the 
sale at an average of $66.50. Two Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls, consigned by W. E. 
Scripps, Wildwood Farms, Orion, Michigan, 
topped the sale at $101.00 and $100.00 re- 
spectively. A Milking Shorthorn heifer, 
owned by A. H. Blakeslee & Son, St. Johns, 
Michigan, topped the sale for heifers at 
$91.00. The animals sold in the sale rang- 
ed in age from ten months to two years. 

The above prices were considered good 
as most of the animals sold went into 
grade herds where they will replace scrub 
or inferior sires. Under these conditions 
they will be able to show their true worth 
and thereby create more interest in future 
improvement. 

This was the second annual sale of its 
kind to be held in the state and was con- 
ducted as a cooperative project. The pur- 
pose which was to improve the class of beef 
cattle now raised in Northern Michigan, in 
a section of the state where beef cattle pro- 
duction is adaptable. Although the breed- 
ers realized that they would perhaps have 
to sacrifice, they allowed the selection com- 
mittee a choice of their best animals and 
agreed to sell them to the highest bidder 
without reserve. 

Publicity and other arrangements were 
supervised by the County Agricultural 
Agents in that section of the state and by 
the Animal Husbandry Extension Depart- 
ment, Michigan State College, East Lan- 
sing, Michigan. The Gladwin Business 
Mens’ Association entertained the guests at 


a banquet the night before the sale and the 
Fair Association gave free use of the build- 
ings and grounds for this event. The var- 
ious State Breed Associations, Michigan 
Live Stock Improvement Association, and 
Michigan Beef Producers Association were 
other cooperating agencies. Marketing 
agencies at Detroit also offered financial 
assistance. With these organizations show- 
ing their interest special importance was 
attached to the sale. Through their help it 
was also possible to keep the expenses at 
a fairly low figure and this was pleasing 
to the consignors. 

An interested crowd of about. five hun- 
dred people from all sections of the state 
were in attendance at the sale. The ani- 
mals sold found new homes in eleven dif- 
ferent counties. Testimonials given by the 
purchasers of animals in the 1931 sale were 
all favorable. These men were satisfied 
and a marked improvement could already 
be seen in their new calf crops. 

The breeders who made this event and 
project possible are rendering a valuable 
aid in the improvement of better beef and 
dual purpose cattle production in the state. 
A word of appreciation is extended to these 
men for their cooperation and farsighted- 
ness in this project.

with equal amounts of barley, were not 
large enough, nor was the finish of the 
cattle at the end of 200 days fattening per- 
iod, satisfactory from the butcher’s stand- 
point. On the basis of this one trial, rye 
can be used to advantage for fattening cat- 
tle only when it sells at a much lower price 
per hundred pounds than corn, barley, 
wheat, or oats. 

The use of rye for fattening of lambs 
according to trials at the West Central 
Minnesota branch experiment station at 
Morris, may prove satisfactory according 
to an announcement made by P. E. Miller, 
superintendent of the station. The objec- 
tions advanced to the use of rye for fatten- 
ing beef based on the trials made at the 
Crookston station did not seem to apply to 
the results obtained in fattening lambs at 
Morris. There was a question in the minds 
of the experimenters, however, whether the 
differences in the results with the two 
types of animals might not have been ex- 
plained by the fact that the rye fed the 
beef cattle at Crookston contained some er- 
got, while the rye used in fattening lambs 
at Morris, was almost wholly free from 
ergot. 

The Cattle Feeders’ Day Program held 
annually at University Farm has proved a 
feature of increasing interest to cattle rais- 
ers of the Northwest. The attendance this 
year was not as large as in some other 
years, but it was representative of the var- 
ious parts of the state, and the interest 
manifested was very great. 


[ Note:—Attention of Journal readers is 
called to the fact that this experiment was 
conducted wholly with representatives of 
the Hereford breed. The Journal would like 
very much to see such an experiment con- 
ducted wherein nothing but Aberdeen-An- 
gus would be used. The old story that the 
Blacks can’t be found can easily be disprov- 
ed. The Journal will undertake to find suit- 
able breed representatives. Can this be

daunted Maid, is Evilesco of Ballindalloch, 
he the greatest sire of recent years in Scot- 
land. He was the sire of more great win- 
ners and producing bulls and femaies than 
any other bull. Among others he sired Jor- 
um of Ballindalloch. It is hinted from 
Scotland that the more blood one can get of 
this bull the better and the inference is 
backed to the extent that this is the most 
popular and highest selling line at present. 
Her full sister, Baucis Maid of Ballindal- 
loch, a year older, is another member of the 
importation. ; 

There is another Mulben Pride heifer, 
Pride of Ballyport, calved in January 1931 
and from the same Ballindalloch herd that 
is out of Pride of Ballintian, an almost full 
sister to Prince Benson of Ballindailoch, the 
bull that has sired more grand champion 
females in Scotland for Col. Kennedy of 
Doonholm, than any other bull in the coun- 
try.
